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No Gulf Between Religion and Science. 


(From the Constitution “Dei Filius,” of Pius IX) 


— 


“Although faith is above reason, there can never be any real discrep- 
ancy between faith and reason, since the same God who reveals mysteries and 
infuses faith has bestowed the light of reason on the human mind, and can- 
not deny Himself, nor can truth ever contradict truth. The false appearance 
of such a contradiction is mainly due, either to the dogmas of faith not having 
been understood and expounded according to the mind of the Church, or to 
the inventions of opinion having been taken for the verdicts of reason, . . . 

“And not only can faith and reason never be opposed to one another, 
but they are of mutual aid one to the other; for right reason demoristrates the 
foundations of faith, and, enlightened by its light, cultivates the science of 
things divine; while faith frees and guards reason from errors, and furnishes 
it with manifold knowledge. 

“So far, therefore, is the Church from opposing the cultivation of 
human arts and sciences, that it in many ways helps and promotes it. For 
the Church neither ignores nor despises the benefits to human life which 
result from the arts and sciences, but confesses that, as they came from God, 
the Lord of all science, so, if they be rightly used, they lead to God by the help 
of His grace, Nor does the Church forbid that each of these sciences in its 
sphere should make use of its own principles and its own method; but while 
recognizing this just liberty, it stands watehfully on guard, lest the sciences, 
setting themselves against the divine teaching, or transgressing their own 
limits, should invade and disturb the domain of faith.”

By her 
uncompromising attitude the Church has only invited 
persecution, and increased the number and strength 
of her enemies. The other churches, and organized
